Ite Sign and Its Rescue From Limbe 
of Forgotten Things 


The grandmother of the dollar mark 
sas been discovered! 

A scientist, a professor of mathe- 
matics, Prof, Florian Cajori, dean of 
the school of engineers of Colorado 
ollege, is the discoverer. He worked 
on the problem for years. 

It is well known tlat the word 
“dollar’ itself was a corruption of 
the old German word thaller or thaler. 
It came to this continent with the 
Spanish, and really took the place of 
“pieces of eight” in common speech 
as it was easier to say. Then sudden 
ly, just about the time of the outbreak 
of the revolutionary war the “dollar 
sign” appeared, 

The first men who used it doubtless 
knew where it came from, but the 
knowledge was soon forgotten, and

SOLID TENT PEG 


Stays:In the Ground Where Put—

Do It Now 


The Department of Agriculture 
begs to advise the farmers of the 
province that in view of the large 
increase in the acre: age seeded to 
grain and the promising crop con- 
ditions, there is likely to be a 
very great demand this season for 
harvest help and there are a large 
number of unemployed workmen in 
our cities at the present time it 
would be well to engage such help 
as may be needed at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Hitherto it has been the policy ot 
the railway companies to induce 
westward immigration for harvest 
help, but this year it may be assum- 
ed that no such movement will be 
possible, as conditions in the East- 
ern provinces are very similar to 
those in the west with very little or 
no immigration from Europe, 

At the present time there is a 
certain ntimber of unemployed in 
Albertas There ar2 now over 100, 
ooo men under arms, and recruiting 
is progressing steadily, Betore har- 
vest therefore, it is safe to conclude 
that upwards of 509,000 more men 
will have withdrawn, It is also ex- 
pected that railway and municipal 
work will rapidly employ many of 
the present unemployed, so there 
is likely to be a scarcity of help for 
harvest work if arrangements are 
not mate at secure the

The plaintiff Murray, claims that 
he purchased from the C P,R. the 
southeast quarter of section 33, 
township 24, range 26, west of the 
fourth, and agreed to pay $4000 tor 
the land, He claims that the C.P. 
R. agreed to supply, each year, 
suffiaent water for the proper irti- 
gation of the whole of the said land. 
He also claims that the C.P.R. 
made certain representations re- 
garding the land that were wrong, 
also promising to construct a system 
of Irrigation. The plaintiff alleges 
that the lands are not Irrigable, and 
that the company did not construct 
the promised irrigation system. 
He claims that the lands are useless 
for the purpose for which the plain- 
tiff purchased them, He has paid 
$2,720 on the purchase price of the 
land, and asks the conrts to have 
this returned and also claims re-
